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Multi-Year Plan to Train Workforce Announced 


JDCC and ATN 
Partner to Provide 
Training 

Jefferson Davis Community 
College's Training for Business 
and Industry Program and The 
Alabama Technology Network 
have joined together to offer 
activities to meet the needs of the 
service area. 

A "Lunch and Learn" workshop 
was presented to inform 
business leaders about training 
and services provided. The two 
groups have jointly coordinated 
continuing education classes for 
health care professionals and a 
workshop for parents, ministers, 
teachers, and social workers 
about potentially dangerous 
websites. 

JDCC employees also partici¬ 
pated in a one-day LEAN 
workshop. ATN staff provided 
training to faculty and staff 
through an interactive live 
simulation where they took on the 
roles of managers and workers in 
an office. 

At the end of the workshop, 
participants redesigned a leaner 
office that improved customer 
and employee satisfaction. 
JDCC employees will apply the 
principles of LEAN to improve 
efficiency in their jobs. 


At a press conference Jan. 30, on 
the campus of Central Alabama 
Community College, Dr. Roy 
Johnson, chancellor of the two- 
year college system, announced a 
plan to join forces with Russell 
Corporation to solidify the status of 
existing jobs with the company in 
east central Alabama.

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GSCC Opens Enrollment Services Office 

Gadsden State Community College has taken a major step toward being 
more "student friendly" with the opening of the Advising Center, a 
component of its new Enrollment Services Center on the Wallace Drive 
campus. Officially opened in December, usage of the Center increased 
dramatically during registration for the spring semester.

Learning without Limits 
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Northwest-Shoals Instructor has Research Published 


Northwest-Shoals Community College Anatomy & Physiology Instructor, Dr. Joseph C. Cooney, recently co¬ 
authored an entry in the nationally recognized Society of Vector Ecology's journal, Journal of Vector Ecology. 

Cooney, along with fellow researchers Willy Burgdorfer, Martin K. Painter, and Cynthia L. Russell focused their study 
on "Tick Infestations of the eastern cottontail rabbit (Sylvilagus floridanus) and small rodentia in northwest Alabama 
and implications for disease transmissions." 

According to the study performed across four counties in northwest Alabama, Cooney and his cohorts' primary 
objective was to determine the link between eastern cottontail rabbits and eastern U.S. Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever, a febrile and sometimes fatal disease transmitted by ticks. The secondary objective of the study, "...was to 
compare infestations of this tick on rabbits with infestations on commonly encountered rodent species as a means 
of determining the relative importance of each in the disease transmission cycle" and their potential for 
transmission intervention strategies. 


Cooney holds a Doctorate in Medical Entomology from Auburn University, and is recognized internationally as an 
expert in the field of the employment of environmental management measures for vector control. He has authored 
numerous research papers for various scientific journals, and has also written several chapters for an International 
Reference Text, created with a grant from the World Health Organization, to be used in developing countries. He 
has served for a number of years as a member of an international panel of experts on the control of vector borne 
diseases, primarily mosquito transmitted, and has provided consultative services to the World Health Organization 
in overseas assignments. His past experience includes employment with the U.S. Public Health Service's Centers 
for Disease Control, and Manager of the Vector and Aquatic Plant Management Program of the Tennessee Valley 

Authority (TVA).
